OVER CURRENT PROTECTION 

In cases of excessive current, the hub’s over current protection automatically disconnects power from the related 
port and that port’s blue power LED goes off. You can reset the USB hub by unplugging the USB cable and then 
plugging it back in, or by clicking RESET if your operating system sends you an error message. 

CARE 

Keep the USB hub dry; if it gets wet, disconnect it from the PC and all devices immediately then wipe it dry. Use 
and store the USB hub only in normal temperature environments. Handle the USB hub carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the USB hub away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the USB hub’s internal components can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its 
warranty and void your FCC authorization to operate it. if your USB hub is not performing as it should, take it to 
your local RadioShack store for assistance. 
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
